T he B oard of S tate C h arities lias 
been doing a g reat w ork for dependent 
children in the State, and it is truly 
com m endable and if better know n, the 
people of th is g reat S tate w ould re ­ 
g ard th a t board as a m ore im portant 
factor in the w elfare of the State. 
All dependent children who are pub­ 
lic charg es in Indiana are m ade the 
w ards of the 
State. 
By law the 
B oard of S tate C harities is charg ed 
w ith th eir superv ision, and also w ith 
tiie v isitatio n of all other juv enile 
dependents th a t hav e been placed in 
p riv ate fam ilies. 
A t the last q uarterly m eeting of the 
B oard of S tate C harities, the Secre­ 
tary presented a report 0 1 1 the condi­ 
tion of chi Id-dependency in Indiana, 
g iv ing in detail the w*ork of the four 
ag ents |o f the Board during the first 
half of the fiscal y ear. 
There are in 
round num bers, 4000 dependent c h il­ 
dren under the 
superv ision of the 
B oard—1500 in the 42 orphan asy lum s 
in the S tate w hich are supported in 
w hole or in p art by public funds, and 
2500 in 
in priv ate 
fam ily homes* 
The law of 1897 places upon tho 
S tate A g ents the duty of inspecting 
the different orphans asy lum s 
1 1 1 the 
State, and during the Six m onths 8 3 
v isits w ere m ade to such institutions. 
As a rule the asy lum s were found in 
g ood condition. 
A m ore im portant 
req uirem ent of the law is th a t the 
ag ents shall v isit the fam ilies w ith 
whom dependent children hav e been 
placed and ex am ine into the w elfare 
of the children. 
I 1 1 ev ery county in 
the S tate there are fam ilies to be v is­ 
ited—nearly 
200 in M arion county 
alone. 
D uring the half y ear the S tate 
ag ents 
v isited 
1069 
children, 
and 
they report 7 9 0, or 7 4 ]>er cent., as be ­ 
ing happy and contented w ith th eir 
foster parents. 
Of 169 , or 16 p e rc e nt., 
the report was not so fav orable, but 
conditions w ere not such as to w a r­ 
rant rem ov ing them . 
One hundred 
and ten, or 10 p e rc e nt., w ere doing 
poorly , and 
the ag ents m ade such 
recom m endations concerning them as 
seemed best suited to each case.

They yet inspire the massem of our 
people, guarding Jealously their rights and 
lib erties, and cherishing their fraternity, 
peace and orderly dev elopment. 
Thev re­ 
mind »us of our 0utie# and responsib ilities 
as citizens and impress upon us, particular 
ly at this time, the necessity of reform and 
the rescue of the administration or gov ­ 
ernment from the headstrong, arb itrary and 
spasmodic methods wntch uistract b usiness 
b y uncertainty, and perv ade the pub lic 
mind with dread, distrust and pertub ation. 
FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES. 
The application 
of these 
fundamental 
principles to the liv ing Issues of the day is 
the first step toward the assured peace, 
safety and progress of our nation. 
Free 
dom of the press, of conscience and of 
speech—equality b efore the law of all citi­ 
zens; right of trial b y Jury; freedom of the 
person defended b y the writ of ha hen a cor­ 
pus; lib erty of nersonnl contract untram­ 
melled b y sumptuary laws; Kiipremscy of 
civ il ov er military authority; a well disci 
pllned militia; the separation of church and 
■tate; economy In expenditure, low- taxes 
that lab or may b e Ilgutlv b urdened; prompt 
and sacred fulfillment of pub lic and prl 
rate ob ligations; fidelity to treaties; peace 
and friendship wltu all nations: entangling 
alliances with uone; ab solute acquiescence 
In the will of the majority the v ital prin­ 
ciple 
of 
repub lics these 
are 
doctrines 
which Democracy has estab lished approv ed 
b y the nation, and they should b e constant­ 
ly Inv oked and enforced. 
CAPITAL AND LABOR. 
We fav or enactment and administration 
fit laws giv ing lab or and capita! Impartially 
their Just rights. 
Capital and lab or ought 
not to b e enemeis. 
Each is necessary to 
-the other. 
Each has Its rights; b ut the 
rights of lab or are certainly no !ckh “v est­ 
ed,” no less ‘ sacred*’ and no less “un- 
allanab le” than the rights of capital. 
CONSTITUTIONAL GUARANTEES. 
Constitutional 
guarantees 
are 
v iolated 
whenev er any citizen is denied the right 
to lalmr, acquire and enjoy property oi 
res'de where interest or inclination may 
determine. 
Any denial thereof b y Indiv id 
uals, organizations or gov ernments should 
b a summarily reb uked and punished. 
We 
deny the right of any executiv e to dlsre- 
?;ard or suspend any constitutional priv i- 
ege or limitation. 
Ob edience to the laws 
and respect for 
their requirements are 
alike the supreme duty of the citizen and 
the official. 
The military should he used only to sup­ 
port and to maintain the low. 
We unquali 
fledly condemn Its employment for the mm 
mary b anishment of citizens without trial, 
or for the control of elections. 
We approv e the measure which passed 
the United States senate In ISUtl, hut which 
a Repub lican congress has ev er sine« re 
fused to enact, relating to contempts in fed 
ernl courts, « nd prov iding for trial b y Jury 
In cases of 
» direct contempt. 
W A T E R W A Y S . 
We fav or lib eral appropriations for the 
care and Improv ement, of the waterways of 
the country. 
When any waterway like the 
Mississippi riv er Is of sufficient importance 
to demand special aid of the gov ernment, 
such aid should b e extended with s definite 
nian of continuous work until permanent 
improv ement Is secured. 
W e oppose the Repub lican policy of starv ­ 
ing home dev elopment in order to feed th« 
greed for conquest and the appetite for na­ 
tional “pron*ge“ and display of strength. 
ECONOMY OF ADMINISTRATION. 
Large reductions can easily he made in 
the annual expenditures of the gov ernment

b ranch of the pub lic serv ice, and we shall 
Insist upon the strictest econotfty and fru 
gaiity compatib le with v igorous and effl 
cieni civ il, military and nav al administra­ 
tion as a right of the people, too clear to 
he denied or withheld. 
We fav or honesty in the pub lic serv ice. 
The enforcement of honesty in the pub lic 
serv ice, and to that end a thorough legis­

nlready 
known to teem with corruption, and the 
punishment of ascertained 
corruptionists 
without fear or fav or or regard to persons. 
The persistent and delib erate refusal of 
b oth the senate and the house of repre 
sentatlv es to permit sneh Inv estigation to 
he made demonstrates 
that only b y a 
change in the executiv e and in the leglsla 
tlv e departments can complete exposure, 
punishment and correction he ob tained. 
GOVERNMENT 
CONTRACT 
WITH 
TRUSTS. 
We condemn ^he action of the Repub lican 
party In congress in refusing to prohib it an 
executiv e department from entering into 
contracts with conv icted trusts or unlaw­ 
ful comb inations in restraint of interstate 
trade. 
We b eliev e that one of the b est 
m eth o d s of proeuring economy and honesty 
in the nub ile serv ice is to hav e pub lic offi­ 
cials, 
from the occupant of the White 
Ilouse down to the lowest of them, re­ 
turned as nearly as may he. to Jefferson­ 
ian simplicity of liv ing. 
E X E C U T IV E U S U R P A T IO N . 
We fav or the nomination and election of 
a president imb ued with the principles of 
the constitution, 
who will set 
his face 
sternly against executiv e usurpation of leg­ 
islativ e and Judicial functions, whether that 
usurpation b e v eiled under the g» iise of 
executiv e construction of existing laws, or 
whether it take refuge in the tyrant’s pleas 
of necessity or superior wisdom. 
IMPERIALISM. 
We fav or the preserv ation, so far as we 
can, of an open door for the world's com­ 
merce In the Orient, without an unneces­ 
sary entanglement in Oriental and Euro- 
f*eau affairs, and without arb itratry, un- 
lmited, irresponsib le and ab solute gov ern­ 
ment 
anywhere within 
our Jurisdiction. 
We oppose, as feryeutly as did George 
Washington himself, nu indefinite, irrespon­ 
sib le, discretionary and v ague ab solutism 
and a policy Wf colonial exploitation, no 
matter where or b y whom inv oked or ex­ 
ercised; we b eliev e with Thomas Jefferson 
and John Adams that no gov ernment has 
a right to make one set of laws for those 
“ at home” and another-and a different set 
of laws, ab solute in their character, for 
those in “the colonies.” 
All men under the American flag are en 
titled 
to 
protection 
of the 
institutions 
whose emb lem the flag is; if they are In­ 
herently unfit for those institutions, then 
they are inherently unfit to he memb ers of 
the 
American 
b ody 
politic. 
Wherev er 
there may exist a people incapab le of b eing 
gov erned under American laws, in conson 
ance with the American constitution of that 
people ought not to he part of the Ameri­ 
can domain. 
We Insist that we ought to do for the 
Filipinos what we hav e done already for 
the Cub ans, and It is our duty to make that 
promise now, and upon suitab le guarantees 
of protection to citizens of our own ami 
other countries resident there at the time 
of our withdrawal, set the Filipino people 
upon their feet free and Independent to 
work out their own *’“« riny. 
The endeav or of tu 
secretary of war. 
b y pledging the gov ernment’s endorsement 
for 
promoters” in th** Philippine istauda to 
make ihe United States a partner in apecu 
Intlv e legislation of the archipelago, which 
was only temporarily held up b y the oppo 
sition of the Democratic senators In th* 
Iasi session, will, if successful, lead to en 
tanglements from which it will he difficult 
to escape. 
TARIFF LEGISLATION. 
Tb a Democratic party has b een and will 
continue to b e, the co nsistent o ppo nent o f 


th a t c la ss of tariff legislation b y which cer­ 
ta in interests hav e b egp permitted, through 
congressional fav or, to draw a heav y trib ­ 
ute from the American people. 
This mon­ 
strous perv ersion of those equal opportuni­ 
ties which our political institutions were 
estab lished to secure, has caused what may 
once hav e b een infant industries to b ecome 
the greatest comb inations of capital that 
the world has ev er known.

comb inations, b y the financial assistance 
they can giv e, now control the policy of the 
Repub lican party. 
We denounce protection as a rob b ery of 
the many to enrich the few, and we fav or 
a tariff limited to the need* of the gov ern 
raent economically administered and so lev ­ 
ied as not to discriminate against any in­ 
dustry, class of section, to the end that 
the b urdens of taxation shall b e distrib uted 
as equally as possib le.

We fav or a rev ision and a gradual reduc­ 
tion of the tariff b y the friends of the 
masses and for the commonweal, and not 
b y the friends of its ab uses, its extortions 
and Its discriminations, keeping in v iew 
the ultimate ends of “equality of b urdens 
and equality of opportunities,” and the 
constitutional purpose of raising a rev enue 
b y taxation, to-wit, the support of the 
federal gov ernment in ail its integrity and 
v irility b ut In simplicity. 
We recognize that tae gigantic trusts and 
comb inations designed to enab le capital to 
aecure more than Tts Just share of the joint 
Eroducts of capital and lab or, and which 
av e b een fostered and promoted under Re­ 
pub lican rule, are a menace to b eneficial 
competition and an ob stacle to permanent 
b ualness prosperity. 
A priv ate monopoly is indefensib le and In­ 
tolerab le. 
Indiv idual equality of opportu­ 
nity and free competition are essential to a 
healthy and permanent commercial pros 
perity, and any trust, comb ination or raon 
opoly tending to destroy these b y controll­ 
ing production, restricting competition or 
fixing prices, should b e prohib ited and pun­ 
ished b y law. 
We especially denounce re­ 
b ates and discrimination b y transportation 
companies as the most potent ngency in 
promoting and strengthening these unlaw­ 
ful conspiracies against trade. 
We demand an enlargement of the pow 
ers of the Interstate commerce commission 
to the end that the trav eling pub lic and 
shippers of this country may hav e prompt 
ann adequate relief for the ab use» to which 
they are sub jected in the matter* of trans­ 
portation. 
We demand a strict enforce­ 
ment of existing civ il and criminal statutes 
against all such trusts, comb inations and 
monopolies; and we demand the enactment 
of such further legislation as may b e nec­ 
essary to effectually suppress them 
Any trust or unlawful comb ination en­ 
gaged in interstate commerce which Is 
monopolizing any b ranch of b ualness or 
production, 
shonld 
not he permitted to 
transact b usiness outside of the state of Its 
origin. 
Whenev er It shall b e estab lished 
in any court of competent jurisdiction that 
such monopolization exists, such prohib i­ 
tion should he enforced through compre­ 
hensiv e laws to b g, enacted on the sub ject. 
RECLAMATION OF ARID LANDS AND 
DOMESTIC DEVELOPMENT. 
We congratulate our 
Western citizens 
upon the passing of the law known as the 
Newlunds Irrigation Act for the irrigation 
and reclamation of the arid lands of the 
West, a measure framed b y a Democrat, 
passed in the senate b y a non-partisan v ote 
and passed in the house against the op­ 
position of almost all the Repub lican lead­ 
ers b y a v ote, the majority of which was 
Democratic.

We fav or the admission of the Territories 
of Oklahoma and Indian Territory.

also fav or the Immediate admission of Ari­ 
zona and New Mexico as separate states 
and a territorial gov ernment for Alaska 
and Porto Rico. 
We hold that the officials appointed to ad­ 
minister the gov ernment of any territory, 
as well as with the district of Alaska, 
should he b ona fide residents at the time 
of their appointment of tin* territory or dis­ 
trict in which their duties are to b e per­ 
formed.

East and West hav e hut recently stood to­ 
gether in line of b attle from the wails of 
Pekin to the hills of Santiago, aud as shar­ 
ers of a common glory and a common des­ 
tiny, we should share fraternally the com­ 
mon b urden« . 
We therefore deprecate and condemn the 
Bourb on-like selfish aud narrow* spirit of 
the recent Repub lican conv ention at Chi­ 
cago, which » ought to kindle anew the em­ 
b er» of racial and sectional strife, and we 
appeal from It to the sob er common sense 
and patriotic spirit of the American people# 
THE REPUBLICAN ADMINISTRATION. 
The existing Repub lican administration 
has b een spasmodic, erratic, sensational", 
spectacular and arb itrary. 
It has made 
itself a satire upon the congress, the courts, 
and upon the settled practices and usages 
of national and International law*. 
It summoned the congress into hasty and 
futile extra session and v irtually adjonrned 
It, leav ing b ehind its flight from Washing­ 
ton uncalled calendars and unaccomplished 
tasks.

sional enactment decree. 
It withdrew from congre» « , their custom­ 
ary duties of inv estigation 
which hav e 
heretofore made the representativ es of the 
Seople and the states the terror of ev ll- 
oers. 
It conducted a secretiv e inv estigation of 
Its own and b oasted of a few sample con­ 
v ictions, while It threw a b road cov erlet 
ov er the b ureau» which had b een their 
chosen field of operativ e ab uses, and kept 
in power the superior officer» under whose 
administration the crimes had b een com­ 
mitted.

Europe had added no v eneer. But the 
money was still in plenty.

their taste than anywhere else, so they

there,

that 
strange m onument of wealth, which is 
known all through Nev ada and Cali­ 
fornia as the Bov v ers mansion, was 
b uilt on the shore of Washoe lak e.. 
The site was one of extraordinary 
b eauty, with the wall of snow capped 
Sierra b ehind it, the sapphire sweep of 
w ater in front. 
Money was nev er con­ 
sidered in its construction. 
It was 
b uilt of quarried stone and furnished 
with the costliest San Francisco could 
supply. 
A lib rary of lx>oks with San­ 
dy’s name on ev ery v olume was one of 
its features. 
The door handles were 
of silv er, tlie tab le furnishings the fin­ 
est to b e had- at that place at that 
time. 
Here the old people—for they wore 
getting old -settled and dispensed a 
lav ish hospitality. 
Here an adopted 
child whom they dearly lov ed and had 
named Persia died. 
Here, too, later on 
Sandy died and was b uried in the gar 
den finder the shadow of the Sierra. 
And here—the shades of ev ening l>egin 
niug to close on this strange dram a— 
pov erty 
ov ertook 
his 
widow. 
She 
strov e to redeem her first losses b y 
speculation, throwing good money after 
b ad. In her case the wheel of fortune 
made a complete rev olution. H er old 
age saw her as poor os she had b een in 
her youth. She passed from stage to 
stage and finally made a liv elihood b y 
practicing fortune telling in San F ran ­ 
cisco, it hav ing b een alw ays under­ 
stood that she had the gift of second 
sight. The crystal in which she gazed 
had shown h^r many things, b ut noth­ 
ing stranger, more dram atic and v a­ 
ried than her own life.—San Francisco 
Argonaut.
